DEAR POLLY—Gold carpet was in our home when 
we bought it but was quite tracked up. I had it sham ­ 
pooed and it came out streaked. It was suggested that I 
use a certain laundry detergent, white vinegar and 
bleach and scrub it thoroughly, which I did. It looked 
very nice at first. After about a month it turned bright 
yellow in spots which I suppose was from the bleach. 
Can this be remedied by shampooing it all back to one 
color or is there a way to dye it: If anyone has a remedy 
let me know. The carpet could not look any worse than 
it does. —MRS. S.E.F. 


DEAR MRS. S.E.F.—If at all possible I would call in a 
professional rug cleaner. Since the spots did not appear for 
about a month it sounds as if the bleach was not well mixed 
with the rest of the solution and then this solution was not 
rinsed away.—POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve is with those people who 
ark their chewing gum under table tops, chairs, etc. If they 
ad to clean under the tables they would think twice about 
where they were sticking it. Put your gum in a napkin or in 
an ash tray. —ELAINE. 
DEAR POLLY —Leola who is returning to her home in a 
foreign country and wants to continue to use spray starch 
that is not sold there could make her own. I dilute liquid 
starch with w ater—one part starch to five parts w ater—and 
any desired amounts to get the desired stiffness. I pour this 
mixture in an old window cleaner bottle with the pump ac­ 
tion spray. For best ironing results use a good steam iron or 
first dampen the garment. A slight discoloration or water 
m ark may be noticeable on the outer edges of the place 
sprayed if the garm ent is dry. Mix small amounts of the mix­ 
ture at a time. It does not keep well. After the ironing is com­ 
pleted pump clear w ater through the sprayer so the starch 
does not dry and clog the sprayer hole.—NANCY. 
DEAR POLLY—Gather together all that leftover rug yarn 
regardless of color and make a hooked rug in what I call a 
splatter design. Use one color until there is no more and go 
on to another and do the same. An oval or square rug can be 
made in any size. —LORETTA. 
DEAR LORETTA—What a great way to use something 
that might otherwise be discarded. However, I would 
spread out the various colors to get an idea of the order in 
which they should be used for the most effective result.— 
POLLY.

has been in the area since 
the turn of the century says 
bluntly that Allen water is 
“the best in the world,” 
whether used for drinking, 
bathing or whatever. 
Most newcomers disagree. 
T erry Nance of Allen 
refuses to drink the waiter. 
He buys distilled water from 
the local grocery store in­ 
stead. 
Recently his dishwasher 
stopped running due to 
corrosion. 
A 
plum ber 
blamed local water as the 
culprit. The dishwasher was 
approximately a year old. 
A neighbor of Nance’s said 
she wouldn’t use the water 
“even to cook with.” This 
resident blames the death of 
household plants and shrubs 
on Allen water and its high 
mineral content. 
The most frequent gripe 
about Allen water is “it 
makes lousy coffee and tea.” 
It’s common for Alienees to 
bring out-of-town water for 
making these drinks. 
Local 
residents 
agree 
strongly that Allen needs to 
be a part of the North Texas 
Municipal Water District, 
which depends on lake water 
instead of well water for its 
supplies. 
This 
was 
demonstrated dramatically 
in January, 1972, when 
voters approved the $1.5 
million bond issue to join the 
NTMWD by an amazing 287 
“ for” to two “ ag ain st” 
majority. 
Main 
reason 
for 
the 
overwhelming support of the 
m easure was that Allen 
needs the water to grow on. 
No one knows how much 
water remains in the local 
wells, but city planners 
estimate 32 wells will be 
needed in the next 20 years if 
the city continues to rely on 
wells. 
Many longtime residents 
who prefer Allen water voted 
in favor of the bond issue and 
Lake Lavon water. Water 
quality was not an issue in 
the election. 
The Lake Lavon hookup 
was due for completion by 
July, 
1972. 
But difficulty 
o b taining 
ea sem en ts, 
followed by poor weather 
conditions and problem s 
with the contractors caused 
innum erable delays. The 
completion date was pushed 
back to September, 1972; 
then to April, 1973; then to 
September, 1973; then to the 
spring of 1974; then to the 
fall of 1974. 
The IO families who signed 
the 
letter 
expressed 
displeasure at the delays. 
“We have been given March 
as the last deadline for the 
Lake Lavon hookup. We will

At a meeting of the city 
council earlier this month, 
Mayor Frank D ugger-a 
strong backer of NTMWD-- 
backer said the project 
should at last be completed 
in March or April.
